Remarks on Orchards,

When an orchard is mot cultivated,
Lthe roots lie nearer the surface and feed
oaa the soil, which is not the case wheh
the grouad is plowed, as they ave torm
off and destroyed within the reach of
the plow, which is usually about the
depth of the soil, -

iam aware that this idea is epposed
to the genernl teaching, but, meverthe-
less, the orchard I hy l?LJulI«d to is =
suvee ssful denmlﬂtrx of the practi-
cal wisdom of not plowing erchards, or,
al least, mot plowing shem as itis usual-
ly done. We intend to make our per-
petusl orchard a perpetual pig pasture,
ns we believe pigs are the best adapted
of any stock to run in an orehard.
They will help to enrich the ground
more than any other animals, and at the
same time, by eating the fallen apples,
they will destroy the worms which prey
upon the fruit. In accordance with
this purpose we have seeded our orch-
ard with Orehard Grass, which does
best in the shude, and shall try the ex-
peritnent of & eontinaons sod.

The trees planted th renew the old
ones will be allowed to grow with low-
gpreading tops w faeilitate the gather-
ing of the fruit. Low branches will
also render the frait liabie to be
blown ofl, which is an important item,
as it will save u considerable percentuge
of logs. 1 donot believe in_digging up
old stumps when young trees are to be
planted in their places. 1 prefes to
plunt the young tree by the side 6f the
stump, as this a lords a protection toit,
keaps the ground mellow and moist by
its decay, and al'so furnishes food for it.
We hold that thoreds no mere natursl
support for the tree than a tree or its
eqmivalent a stump.  The proof of
this is found in fordsts, where young
trees are found growing rapidly by
stumpa and decaying logs. It is more
attraclive mauu & youug, thrifty tree
growing with s future prospect of good
fruit than an old one, unsightly and un-
profitable.  Young trees convey the
impression of profit, while old ones
suggest loss, —

Farm RBulldings.

It is a question which is the most rig-

mer, with its torrid heats, or the depth
lof winter, with its penetrating cold
| Doubtless the farmer, his family, his
hired men and his live stock, if all
could be consulted, would choose the
most unusual cold of winter in prefer.
ence to the heat of a July sun in the
open field, the kitehen, the stable, the
| yard and the unsheltered pastore, when
the thermometar stands *“in the nine-
tie<" in the night as well as the day, |
and although most persons think only |
of winter and its Herge winds nnd drift-
ing snows when their sttention is called
to the farm buildings, vet there is a
psummer aspect in which these may be
viewed which is by no means unworthy |
of consideration. The cold of w.n!or|
| sharpens and invigorates a healthy per-
| son and a robust animal, stimulating |
| the appetite and cansing s healthful
| activity of the circulation. So long as |
sulficient protection is afforded to the
| body to prevent undue draft upon the
vitality the vital funetions go on with-
out diflicuity in even the low tempera-
tures of the polar regions, where the
cold is so great that no known instru-
ment is able to measure it.  But the
exhausting effects of great heat are well
known, and when to these are added
the plague of flies and the usual impu-
rity, not to say filthiness, of stables and
yards, the tax gpon the forbearance of
the farmer and his animals is extreme.
It is just now, in fact, that the truly
convenigt structure and arrangement
| of farm buildings become of the great-
est interest.

First let us eall attention to the farm
kitchen, for it is here that the most se-
rious inconveniences are suflered when
the arrangements are nol 88 they
| should be. The disagreeable and in-
| jurious effects of the weather are in-
tensified in the ill-arranged hot farm
kitchen, where the most exacting do-
mestic labor 8 performed, and where
the housewife spends the greater port
of her working hours. It wounld be too
long a task to describe what many
farm kitchens are; let us rather sug-
gest what they should be,

The farm kitchen should be the piv
otal part of the house. ‘T'he farmer de-
siring a convenient dwelling should
first plan out the kitchen and then add
the rest of the house toit. It should
be roomy; the ceiling should be high;
the windows long and narrow rather
than short and broad, because the high
window is the best ventilator and will
furnish an escape for the heated air and
the odors from the cooking store or
range, while the narrow window admits
sufficient light without letting in the
{ glaring sunshine too plentifully. Out-
side, the windows should be shaded
with blinds, and at
of some kind might be attached to it if
exposed greatly to the sun. But the
[ kitchen should be on the northeast cor-
[ ner of the house—the coolest part-
i which is convenieyt in the summer aad
|
|

unobjectionable in the winter, because
it is easy to wurm a room go exposed in
the winter, while it is impossible to
make a room cool in summerthat is ex-
‘ posed to the noonday sun and has a fire
i m it.  The Kitchen, too, should be pro-
[ tected by a summer attachment in
{ which the cooking and washing may be
done, The windows of this place may
be taken out in summer and elosed
only by blinds, and in the winter this
room will serve as a storage-room for
fuel and for protecting the Kitchen from

the storms and blasts and drifting
snows.  The pump may also be pat in

this outer room; indeed, its parposes
and services will be found ** too numer-
ous to mention.” The Kkitchen win-
dows and doors should be protected by
sereens of mosquito netting to keep out
the tlies and yet admit the air. A broad
poreh over the east side of the kitelien
will be a further protection against the
sun up to noon, and if the kitehen is
recessed or thrown back a few feet from
[ the rest of the house the main entrance
Ilun_',' be pilaced here, leaving a small
vestibule in which the front kitchen
doorway opens.  Or this might be made
the rear door of a broad hail or passage
through the house. But at this time it
it not our object to discusss the farm-
house at furtner length than in vefer-
ence to the kitchen, which at this gea-
son is of more than ordinary interest to
the farm housewife. —Henry Stewart, in

To be good thoy must be absolutely
trosh. 'hmuo that have been forced
into unnatural forwardness, or are stale |
and withered, are neither palatable or
wholesome. Al vegetables should be
cooked with judgment, and nearly all
need boiling water and a little salt be.
sides, the nse of which requires judg-
ment also, Too much salt would be
worse than none, and water that from
long boiling has lost all it gases and
becomes Hat and tasteless, will injoare
both the color and flavor of green
vegetables.

The time of cooking varies with the
age and degree of freshness, the young-
est and freshest taking the least, The
faster they boil after they once begin, |
and the sooner they are served when
done—not over-done or under<done, |
but just done—the better they will be,

Let your vegetables then be fresh and |
of medium size.
